That  there  is  a  market  for  American  apples  in  Coblenz  even 
at  such  high  figures  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  five  or  six- 
dealers  handle  them,  one  dealer  disposing  of  fran  fifteen  to  tv;enty 
boxes  per  v;eek»    The  Consul  states  th_at  A:-.ierican  apples  of  best 
q-uality  are  obtainable  the  year  round  in  fairly  regular  quantities, 
and  that  such  supplies  are  alv,ays  in  some  demand,  although  the 
large  quantity  of  domestic  fruit  3.vailable  in  tl-e  fall  results  in 
a  slackening  in  tte  demand  for  tbe  m.ore  expensive  fruit  from  the 
United  States.    It  is  obvious  that  American  shippers  should  i,^tch
